Formal opening of the new $65,- 


000 dining hall at the State Home 
will be held In the near future, 
an dlt marks completion of one of 
the major projects of a $150,000 
building program Instituted by J. 
S. Halley, superintendent, since he 
took charge of the Home. 


The new high school building 


which will cost approximately $80,- 
000 will be ready for the next 
term of school and the remodeling 
of the present dining hall Into a 
dormitory will be started Immedi- 
ately. 
These two projects will 


complete the Initial building pro- 
gram which called for an outlay 
of approximately $150,000 to' say 
nothing of the amount of work 
done by the boys of the'Home in 
laying sewer lines and other things 
in connection with the work. 


The building program will not 
stop with the completion of the 
work on buildings under construc- 
tion for the legislature now has 
under consideration appropriations 
for a new power plant, new dairy 
barn, teachers' quarters to be erec- 
ted over the new dining hall, and 
a new superintendent's home. The 
appropriation now before the legis- 
lature includes $379.860 for 1929- 
30 and $411.560 for 1930-31 and Is 
about $3000 more than requested 
by Mr. Halley. 
Included in the 


above appropriations Is the main- 
tenance of the Home-for the two 
year period as well as the funds 
for the buildings. 


Halley Successful 


Mr. Halley has been unusually 


successful In securing appropria- 
tions for the needed buildings it 
the Institution as well as In handi- 
ng the Rffalri of the Home. 


The new dining hall just being 


completed Is placed on one of the 
main driveways about the grounds 
of the institution and harmonizes 
with the architecture of the sur- 
rounding buildings. It faces south 
and adds much to the attractive- 
ness of the campus as well as to 
the convenience of the Home. 
It 


will Beat 1,000 and will take care 
of the expansion of the Home for 
several years. 


There are two main entrances 


on the south to tne main dining 
hall which has been arranged to 
take care of the cnlldren. On each 
side of the main hall a small din- 
ing room is placed, one for the 


officers and one for the members 
of the faculty. 
.It Is fireproof In every respect, 
being constructed of brick 
and 


cement. 
It is well lighted and 


well ventilated, an electric fan be- 
ing placed on each of the columns 
that support the celling and which 
have been placed in the room to 
take care of the added weight of 
the teachers' quarters which will 
be an added story to the present 
building. 


Every Modern Convenience 
Circulating 
ice 
water, 
steam 


plates to keep food warm, and 
every modern convenience has been 
installed. At either end of the room 
Is placed a large steam heater, or 
radiator, equipped with an electric 
motor driven fan which will fill the 
room with warm air in a few min- 
utes. These heaters save fuel as it 
will not be necessary to turn them 
on long before meal time and they 
can be cut off Immediately after 
the. room is cleared. 


The kitchen, which is placed 


along the north side of the main 
dining hall, is one of the most 
modernly equiped of all the state 
institutions. Included in the equip- 
ment are electric dish washers, a 
special washer 
for 
glasses, 
pot 


sinks, steam drying table, special 
table for cleaning, and drying pots 
and pans, six large gas ovens with 


I soeeiallv constructed ventilators t6 
remove hot air from room which 
were made in the ma.nual training 
shops of 
the 
Home, four steam 


cookers with two compartments to 
each cooker with electric controls, 
serving tables, carts to carry food 
to and from the dining hall, carts

The dietician's office is placed 


in the kitchen in such a manner

Two day's provisions are placed 


in the store room in the kitchen 
at one time, except the perishable 
foods. 


In the refrigeration department 
there are threo separate compart- 
ments, one for meats, one for vege- 
table and one for milk. Each com- 
partment is kept at the proper 
temperature by means of.electric 
refrigeration. 


Special sterilizing apparatus has 


been installed in the dairy room 
and every precaution Is taken to 
keep the milk In a most sanitary 
manner. 


The refrigeration 
system also 


takes care of the Ice water for 
the entire building. 


On the west side of the building 


Is a loading platform where sup- 
plies are loaded and unloaded. 


All equipment has arrived and 


is being Installed. 
New High School 


The new high • school building Is 


located just south of the larger 
boys' dormitory and faces east. 
It --also harmonizes with the sur- 
rounding buildings and Is In keep- 
ing with the plans for a beautiful 
campus 
It Is two-story brick and 


cement building and fireproof. 


It has been planned and designed 
especially for the needs of the 
Home and represents, as does the 
dining hall, hours of patient work 
on the part of Mr. Halley who 
assisted the board of control and 
the architect In designing a build- 
ing that would suit the needs of 
the Institution. 


The main entrance Is on the east 
side and leads Into a hallway that 
gives access to all rooms on the 
lower floor. Stairways to the sec- 
ond floor are found at each end. 


On the left of the main entrance 


is the principal's office and it Is 
so situated that the principal has 
a full view of all entering or leav- 
ing the building. 
A book room 


adjoins the principal's office. To 
the right of the main entrance Is 
the teacher's lounging and rest 
rooms. 
There are four class rooms on 


the east side of the lower floor and 
on the west side IB a study hall 
that will accmmodate all students 
of the school. 
Janitors rooms, rest rooms and 


toilets are also placed 01. the first 
floor. 
Closets are placed under

stairways at each end arid the 
plans are so designed that there is 
little waste space. 


Home Keeping Stressed 


On the second floor at the north 


end will be found rooms for the 
commercial department and gen- 
eral science rooms. The remainder 
of the second floor is given over 
to domestic science. It is arranged 
In home units and the care and 
keeping of a home 
is 
specially 


stressed in the domestic science 
work. ,The class rooms are design- 
ed and arranged just like a model 
borne and the students aro given 
special responsibilities in the class 
work. 
, 


A large rooom has been design- 
ed as a laboratory and cook room 
and will accommodate 24 students 
at work. 
Small gas ranges are 


placed in the room and students 
will be divided into pairs, with one 
couple cooking meats, one eggs, one 
vegetables, 'etc. 
The kitchen is 


equipped with hot and cold water, 
steam, 
refrigerators 
and 
other 


necessary appliances.

"When young people get to the 
point where they car. form Judge- 
ments unbiased from those of oth- 
er people, they have overcome the 
first obstacle in their pathway of 
life," declared Rev. P. Martin Ba- 
ker, pastor of the Third Avenue 
Presbyterian church, in the Bac- 
calaureate sermon to 24 graduates 
of the State Home high 
school 


Sumday night. Rev. T. A. Bohan- 
non, chaplain of the State Orphans 
Home gave the invocation. 
The 
exercises were held in the Third 
Avenup Presbyterian church audi- 
torium. 


The musical program consisted 
of an anthem, "Thanks 
Be 
to 


God," by the State 
Home 
Glee 
club, and VSun Down," a solo by 
Roy Leeds. 


"In order to prepare for a well 
rounded life," Rev. Mr. Baker de- 
clared, "there are two things that 
must be done. First, one must over- 
come his or her ego, and second 
he must be prepared to meet the 
ever changing social order." 
"When you get out of school, you 


will find it exeremely hard to form 
judgments for 
yourselves," the 
pastor continued, "and if you have 
made one decision in the right di- 
rection in your first five years, you 
Will be fortunate. 
Young people 
have a tendency to follow the will 
of the maority, and express the 
opinion of others." 
Separate Personality. 
The speaker stated every person 
has a separate and Individual per- 
sonality, and it should be develop- 
ed. He continued: "People as a 
•whole will be followers rather than 
leaders, until they learn that they 
have a will of their own, and learn 
to use it to the best advantage. 
The world loves a man who is able 
to make up his mind, and stick to 
his decision," Mr. Baker continued. 
The speaker urged the graduates 


to free themselves from the bond- 
age of other thinkers. "The tyr- 
anny if other thinkers robs us of 
cur individuality," 
he declared, 
"and until we learn this lesson, we 
will not be happy or successful." 
Speaking of the ego, the speaker 
declared that people will not be 
true to God ntil 
they discipline 
themselves. 
"You must restrain 
personal desires, such as bad tem- 
per, and hatred for others.

with other -people, and stated that 
they were alreday ahead of the av- 
erage person:. 


Host Make Sacrifices. 
"Inasmuch as life in the 
next 
generation will be lived closer to 
people," the speaker continued, "it 
Js a prerequisite that people be 
able to sacrifice personal desires 
to a life of service to others. In 
the past generation people lived so 
far apart that It was not necessary 
to learn that they must give up 
«ome things for the benefit of other 
people. 
V 'In this new life," Rev. Mr. Ba- 
ser asserted, "you will b'e given a 
new name by God, according to 
your personal virtues. You must 
take this name, and live up to it 
(•^'getting the past, you will take 
J, this new name and do gie'at things 
-•'—mankind, as did the great char- 
'era in the Bible. Jesus renam-
